WINDSOR, Ont., Feb. 12—(CP) 
—John Bracken, Progressive 
Conservative national leader, said 
last night 
party’s labor policy that labor 
and agriculture must be given a 
voice with business and Industry 
in influencing decision of the 
government. 

Mr. Bracken, in a speech pre- 
pared for delivery at a party dinner 
meeting here, expressed sharp crit- 
icism of the new wage-control order 

and proposed a conference of Dom- 
inion and provincial authorities to 
lay the basis for national uniformity 
in labor practices. 


URGES LABOR BOARD 

He also proposed establishment 
of a National Labor Relations 
Board. 

“The struggle for fair and ade- 
quate wages is still an important 
and necessary function of organized 
labor,” Mr. Bracken said. “Trade 
unionism has not yet passed out of 
the combative stage, and I think 
that one of the responsibilities of 
government is to bring this struggle 
to an early and satisfactory con- 
clusion. 

“It is the ugliest and least con 
structive aspect of the relations be- 
tween employer and worker.” 

The larger interests of labor 
were bound up with the prosperity 
of the community and workers 
should have opportunity to work. 

‘It is, therefore, the joint ,re- 
sponsibility of management and 
government to see that capital is 
so organized that productive use 
can be made of all the workers 
seeking admission to the ranks of 
industry.” 

Employees should have full rights 
to bargain collectively and there 
should be no encouragement to 
“company unions.” But workers 
should also be entitled :. organize 
voluntarily in any individual com- 
pany without interference by out- 
side influence. 


SEES ONE DANGER 

“There is one thing which may 
weaken the cause of labor,’ Mr. 
Bracken said, “It is the possibility 
that its leadership may become 
over-stimulated by success and 
headstrong to a point where it 
begins to trespass upon the func- 
tions of government or the inter- 
ests of the people at large.” 

In guaranteeing Labor its rights, 
Labor should also be required to 
respect the rights of agriculture, in- 
dustry and the public generally. 
Representatives of organized Labor 
should be included in the member- 
ship of all government agencies af- 
fecting Labor.

The last battered survivors of 
an original 100,000 troops were 
reported making their final stand 
along the hills and ravines im- 
mediately outside Korsun under 
a literal hail of Soviet shells. 


The advancing 1st and 2nd Uk- 
rainian armies counted more than 
3,000 enemy dead in the past 24 
hours as they pushed to within 
less than two miles of beleaguered 
Korsun, mercilessly tightening their 
ring of encirclement. 

Additional thousands were known 
to have perished in one of the 
heaviest and most concentrated 
artillery barrages ever laid down 
on the southern front. 


CLOSE: IN ON BASE 


Driving from all directions to- 
ward Korsun, core of German re- 
sistance and the last sizeable town 
in the encircled area, the Russians 
captured Miropolye, southeast of 
Korsun; Olkhovchik, three miles 
east, and Tagancha, nine miles 
north and seven other villages in 
advances of up to four miles yes- 
terday. 

Some 200 miles to the west, the 
Russians fanned out from newly- 
captured Shepetovka, near the 
old Polish border, along two 
branch lines running south and 
southwest respectively toward 
the Odessa-Lwow trunk railway, 
the only practical escape route 
for hundreds of thousands of 
Germans still. in the southern 
Ukraine. 


One column pushed southward 
along the line to Proskurov, while 
the other headed for Tranopol, 75 
miles east of Lwow itself. Capture 
of either point would force the 
Germans, retreating from as far 
east as Krivoi Rog, to fall back 
over inferior roads across the

Excluding new borrowings and 
debt redemption, Alberta had an 


over-all cash surplus of $3,148,615 
for the nine months ended Dec. 
31, 1943, it was reported in an in- 
terim financial statment released 
Saturday by Hon. Solon E. Low, 
provincial treasurer. The surplus 
compares with one of $2,942,335 
for the same nine months of 
1942, 


Total receipts on income ac- 
count, including unemployed relief 
reimbursements totalled $21,558,610 
for the nine months, compared with 
$20,106,556 for the same period in 
1942, The report was compiled by 
C. K. Huckvale, C.A., provincial 
auditor. 

Net profits of the Liquor Control 
Board of Alberta for the gine 
months ended last Dec. 31 were 
$4,283,053, compared to $3,941,731 
for the 1942 period. The 1943 profit 


is a $341,322 increase over 1942)

LONDON, Feb. 12.— Strong for- 
mations of Allied four-motored 
bombers attacked mysterious Ger- 
man targets on the French invas- 
ion coast again today, as raiding 
fleets, including many types of air- 
craft, carried the sustained offen- 
sive into its third week. 

The weight of today’s attack 
was indicated by reports from the 
southeast coast that wave after 
wave of Allied bombers swept out 
over the channel by daylight af- 
ter British light bombers struck 
at central and western Germany 
during the night. 

Twin-engined Mosquitos carried 
out raids on central and western 
Germany last night, and other R.A. 
F, bombers mined enemy waters, 
all without loss. 


PAPAL SUMMER 
PALACE GROUNDS 
USED BY NAZIS 


ALGIERS, Feb, 12,—(AP)—AI- 
lied headquarters said today that 
German troops have installed in 
the Papal Palace grounds at the 


Castel Gandolfo, and the grounds 
therefore were legitimately sub- 
ject to Allied bombing. 

The announcement, broadcast 
by the Algiers radio, said:

ANKARA, Feb. 10.— (Delayed) 
—(AP) — Military talks between 
the Turkish general staff and the 
British military mission have 
been suspended after more than 
a month of secret sessions, it was 
disclosed today. 

The suspension, however, will not 


necessarily alter Turkey's policy 
toward the Allies and the war. 

Turkey's foreign policy still is 
based on a strong alliance with 
Britain and a cautious attitude to- 
ward the war.

While the suspension of military 
talks was not discussed in the in-

Senate Approves 
Ban on Subsidies 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 12.—(AP)— 
The United States Senate approved 
by a vote of 43 to 28 yesterday a 
ban against government payment 
of subsidies to hold down con- 
sumer food prices. 

The measure now goes to the 
House of Representatives which 
is expected to send it to the 
White House where a presidential 
veto almost certainly awaits it. 
The real test on ¢« ntinuation of 
subsidies will come then on the 
question of overriding Mr. Roose- 
velt's veto, 

The bill would ban payment of 
consumer subsidies after June 30, 
Through such payments, the gov- 
ernment has “rolled back” butter 
prices five cents a pound and cut 
prices of some meats three or four 
cents a pound, Other commodities 
under consumer subsidies, directly 
or indirectly, include coffee, flour 

and milk.

ALGIERS, Feb, 12.—The 
big German drive against the 
rain-drenched .and gale-swept 
Allied beachhead below Rome 
bogged down today as British 
troops, supported by the big 
guns of the Royal Navy, held 
firm all along the front and 
American troops threw back 
a strong Nazi assault near 
Cisterna. 


The position of the Allies 
remained serious but was 
certainly not hopeless, 

British formations which had ab- 
sorbed the main weight of the Ger- 
man attack regained some ground 
yesterday near Aprilia in-a sudden 
thrust through a hurricane, and suc- 
cessive waves of Nazis thrown at 
the northeastern beachhead feil 
back under murderous American 
fire, leaving the battlefield littered 
with enemy dead. 

Both the German and Allied arm- 
jes along the 14-mile perimeter now 
appeared to be immobilized by the 
driving rain and sleet after five 
days of furious combat 

The heavy fighting was exhaust- 
ing for both sides, but the Germans 
were expected to renew their as- 
saults, possibly with fresh troops, 

as soon as the weather permits, 


POUR SHELLS INTO NAZIS 

In lieu of aerial backing, the 
hard-fighting troops got a hand 
from British warships which steam- 
ed in close to the German positions 
above the British left flank sector 
and poured shells into the enemy 
ranks. 

(A German communique said a 
voilent Allied attack against new 
German lines near Aprillia “broke 
down"—-apparently a tacit acknowl-

December is listed at $139,949,872, 
a decrease of $949,823 over last year. 
Liabilities to the public at Dec, 31 
amounted to $8,089,123, compared 
to $5,112,120 as at Dec. 31, 1942. 
These liabilities were offset by 
amounts held in trust in the Im- 
perial bank, Dominion of Canada 
debentures, cash on hand at treas- 
ury branches, and loans and ad- 
vances. In addition to the public 
debt, $6,336,354 was outstanding at 
Dec, 31 in guarantees. 

' Net payments for unemployed 
relief wore $200,458 for the period, 
compared with $288,588 for the cor- 
responding period in 1942. Net 
capital payments were $1,509,667 
compared with $1,250,777 for the 
corresponding period of last year. 

Cash payments for ordinary 
“services, compared with the same 

nine months of 1942, show an in- 
crease of $1,021,865. 

Included in the increased pay- 
ments are $50,452 for farm labor 
supervision; $116,250 to the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police; $38,300 
to the University of Alberta; $200,- 
005 in increased allowances for old 
age pension payments; and $320,000 
to the treasury branches, as provi- 
sion for contingent liability. 

Cash in banks and_ treasury 
branches totalled $11,332,972, an in- 
crease of $3,683,262 over 1942,

Premier Clarifies 
War Reference 


OTTAWA, Feb, 12.—(CP)—Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King warned 
yesterday that unforeseen circum- 
stances when the attack on the Eur- 
opean continent from the west is 
opened “may prolong the war, not 
for days or months but even for 
years.” 

Mr. King, speaking to Canadian 
Congress of Labor delegates after 
they submitted a brief to the cab- 
inet, said unfavorable winds had 
seriously interfered with mainten- 
ance of supplies to the forces land- 
ed in Italy. Such circumstances 
could not be guarded against. 

He added: “No one can say today 
how long the war will last.” 

(Yesterday The Canadian Press 
quoted the Prime Minister as say- 
ing “we are witnessing the pos- 
sibiltiy of terrible reverses in Italy” 
which might prolong the war, Last 
night Mr. King said he had not re- 
ferred to developments in Italy as 
reverses which would possibly pro- 
long the war, but to what might 
happen when the attack on the con- 
tinent was launched.)

Continued frem Page One 
he arrives, and say that I think the 
general interest requires that some- 
one else should now take charge, 
and that I must and will accept the 
situation with the best grace I can 
muster.” 

Gen, McNaughton’s retirement 
from the command of the Canadian 
army was announced Dec. 27 by Col 
Rilston in a press statement. 

Making his long-awaited state- 
ment on reasons for granting Gen. 
McNaughton leave from military 
duties and relieving him of com- 
mand of the overseas army, the 
minister said he was prepared to 
go into all “rumors and so-called 
‘inside’, ‘off-the-record reports’,” 
but suggested this would do no 
good. 

In other parts of a general 
statement on the army, made in 
connection with the $3,650,000,000 
war appropriation bill, Col. Ral- 
ston said that: 
1—Two divisions, a corps head- 

quarters and some army troops 
comprise the Canadian force in 
Italy; 

2—The force in England consists 
of the army headquarters, a corps 
headquarters and three divisions; 

3—The army headquarters will 
be maintained and British or other 
Allied troops may serve under it 
when the time comes for action; 


4—Canadian casualties in Sicily 
and Italy up to Jan. 8 totalled 1,354 
dead, 299 missing. 86 prisoners and 
4,665 wounded. 

Col. Ralston said the two medical 
reports on Gen. McNaughton’s con- 
dition were transmitted by cable 
to Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
on Gen, McNaughton’s instfuctions. 


FIRST REPORT 

The first—dated Nov, 26, 1943, and 
signed by Col. L. C. Montgomery, 
consulting physician for the direc- 
tor of medical services, and Lt. Col. 
G. C. Ferguson, officer in command 
of Medical Division No. 12, Gen- 
eral hospital—said the general suf- 
fered from fatigue and showed 
“hypertensions,” as well as other 
evidence “of being definitely below 
par.” 

The report recommended leave 
for three months but said that if 
he were not exposed to undue 
hardships the general could 
carry on his duties yor a limited 
period, 

Col. Ralston said that he was in 
Italy when he received from Gen. 
McNaughton through Maj. General 
Montague the message in which 
Gen. McNaughton said he had not 
the strength to look after the army 
properly, 

Earlier questions to the govern- 
ment which had prompted Colonel 
Ralston’s statement were based on 
reports of other reasons for General 
McNaughton’s retirement and the 
general's reported statement in an 
interview on his return to Canada 
that there was “Nothing wrong 
with me.” 


ARRANGED FOR LEAVE 

Col. Ralston said that immedi- 
ately after receiving Gen. Mc- 
Naughton’s message he set about 
making arrangements for the army 
commander to go on leave and 
placed Lt-Gen, Kenneth Stuart, 
chief of the general staff, in tem- 
porary command of the army. He 
said he saw General McNaughton 
on Dec. 14 and showed him the 
terms of the announcement to be 
made to the press. 

In discussing possible differ- 
ences between the government 
and the general, Col, Ralston said 
Gen. McNaughton was not a “yes- 
man” but a man of strong char- 
acter and opinions. The govern- 
ment, representing the people of 
Canada, was responsible for the 
war effort and the army, and 
“from what | hear at times, the 
minister apparently isn’t a ‘yes- 
man’ either.” 

“That there should be at times 
divergence of views between the 
military and the government is in- 
evitable,” Col. Ralston said. 

“But I can say that those differ- 
ences of opinion have not inter- | 
fered in any way with the loyal car- 
rying out of plans when a decision 
has been reached. I can say, too, | 
that those differences of opinion 
have never altered in any way the 
high regard in which the govern- 
ment holds Gen. McNaughton as a 
man and a soldier.”

estimated what scales of attack 
might be anticipated and prepared 
for them. The two divisions were 
authorized for that purpose and 
no criticism was made at the time. 

After the Japanese withdrew 
from the Aleutians and the re- 
occupation of Kiska was carried 
out last August, the situation was 
appraised again. The possible 
scale of attack was set at a lower 
level and the two divisions were 
disbanded in September. 

Not a single fit man had been 
discharged, except for a few ex- 
ceptional cases on compassionate 
grounds. The action had made 
more men available for overseas 
service. 

There was still a need for troops 
in Canada, There was an alarm on 
the east coast on Christmas Day 
and another on the west coast soon 
after. He asked what would have 
been said if there were no troops 
standing by. 


“TIDY” SITUATION 

“I think we have a rather tidy 
situation,” he said. “I think we are 
making the best use of what we 
have, I submit it is good business to 
have these troops in the army, train- 
ed for whatever may come.” 

The army in Canada was a base 
for the forces overseas. It was 
divided into operational troops; 
non-operational or servicing troops 
which had been reduced by about 
3,000 during the year; and troops 
in the training stream. 

When the Canadian army form- 
ation with two corps was author- 
ized overseas, a great expedition 
across the channel was expected. 
The Canadian army was not kept 
in England for the sake of keep- 
ing it all together but because 
that was the place where it could 
serve best. 

As time went on, however, it was 
realized that if they all remained 
there the whole force might go into 
battle with none of it having had 
actual battle experience. Where it 
had been necessary to face that 
possibility earlier, it was no longer 
necessary to do so, 

Cal. Ralston said he himself in 
England, when he learned of the 
North African show, asked why a 
Canadian formation was not includ- 
ed and was given what appeared 
to him good reasons. 


SOUGHT PARTICIPATION 

When the Sicily attack was plan- 
ned the Canadian government had 
suggested Canadian participation 
and a division was asked for and 
sent. Then it was considered good 
business to have one of the corps 
headquarters undergo battle ‘ex- 
perience and a corps was organized 
with another division and some 
army troops being sent. 

Canada now had a “self-contain- 
ed corps” with the 8th Army in 
Italy “with autonomy and self-de- | 
pendence equivalent to the Cana- 
dian Corps in the first Great War, 
and another corps in England with 
the army headquarters. 

With the moving of one corps to 
Italy there were several alterna- 
tives for the army headquarters. 

To have disbanded it was one. 

That would have thrown away 
the valuable training acquaired 
by officers and units comprising 
it, It would have left a vacancy 
in the Allied battle order to be 
filled by forming another army 
headquarters, Disbanding the 
headquarters and the army 
troops would have placed addi- 
tional burdens on the British 
army. 

Another alternative was to hand 
the army over to the Allies and 
let them officer it. That course

Big Warships

edgment that the Allies had re- 
gained at least a limited initiative 
in that particular sector 10 miles 
north of Anzio. 

(John Daly reported in a CBS 
broadcast from Naples that the 
German offensive appeared to 
have slowed down and that this 
morning the situation on the 
beachhead definitely appeared to 
be all right.) 

Front reports said British assault 
forces attacked in a hurricane yes- 
terday and edged forward in the 
area of Aprilia. Official accounts, 
however, told only of German at- 
tacks against the British flank 
southwest of Aprilia, together with 
the assaults on American positions 
below Cisterna at the northeastern 
are of the beachhead. 


NAZIS STILL ATTACKING 

It was emphasized that while the 
weight of the German attack ap- 
peared to have eased to some de- 
gree in the last 24 hours the Nazis 
still were attacking and still were 
pouring in reinforcements in evi- 


dent preparation for stepping up 
the assault. 


The Allies, it appeared, delib- 
erately have taken time to build 
up their beachhead, but mean- 
while the Germans—hoping for 
their first worthwhile victory in 
more than a year; seemed deter- 
mined to do everything in their 
power to prevent the Allies from 
taking Rome. 

The slackening of activity on the 
beachhead perimeter undoubtedly 
was due in considerable measure to 
the heavy rains, squalls, and sleet

HEAVY CASSINO FIGHTING 

The battle of the beachhead had 
a direct bearing on the battle for 
Cassino, where the Allies were 
slowly gaining ground despite the 
heavy cost. 

Official accounts said the Am- 
ericans were knocking out Ger- 
man fortress-buildings one by 
one and making slow but steady 
Progress in Cassino itself. 
British troops at the Tyrrhenian 

Sea end of the main front’ repuls- 
ed several determined German 
counter-attacks along the lower 
Garigliano river, while Canadian 
troops of the British Eighth Army 


on the Adriatic coast threw back 
two raiding parties with loss to the 
enemy.

Canadian Farmers’ 


1943 Cash Income 
Sets New Record

of Canadian farmers reached a new 
high level in 1943 when the esti- 
mated returns from the sale of 
farm products totalled $1,397,000,000,

“In particular we shall have a 
vastly expended and more diversi- 
fied industrial equipment; a wide 
range of newly acquired skills; a 
larger, better-trained and healthier 
population; and a new sense of 
achievement, a new confidence in 
our capacity to do great and dif- 
ficult things.” 

Mr. Ilsley said this was the 10th 
war appropriation asked from par- 
liament in this war.

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Auto License Fees 


Royal assent was given yesterday to an 
amendment to the Motor Vehicle Act of 
British Columbia which authorizes a 20 
per cent reduction in the cost of 1944 pas- 
Senger automobile licenses in the Coast 
province. The B.C. motor license year be- 
gins March 1 and the amendment is now 
in force. 

This is an intelligent and commendable 
effort to readjust a tax to the circum- 
stances of war time. 

Passenger motor vehicle travelling is 
notably reduced by the shortage of tires 
and by gasoline rationing. It is exceeding- 
ly unfair that a motorist, then, should be 
charged the same fee for this reduced 
operation as for the free operation in 
peace time. 

The British Columbia amendment, ef- 
fecting a reduction in motor license costs 
commensurate With the reduction in motor 
vehicle operation, is a sane and timely piece 
of legislation. 

It is our suggestion that the Alberta 
Legislature would perform an act of jus- 
tice by enacting similar legislation before 
the end of the Alberta motor license year. 


Hasty Marriages 


There is a story in the news about the 
steps that are taken to prevent hasty— 
and therefore hazardous—marriages in- 
volving Canadian troops in Britain. 
Military authorities, it is said, investigate 
the candidates for matrimony thoroughly 
and, after all enquiries are made, a two- 
month interval must elapse between con- 
sent to the marriage and its performance. 

This procedure is so essentially sound 
and intelligent that it is too bad it could 
not be carried back for regular civil use in 
Canada. 

The one reason for overworked divorce 
courts and most domestic unhappiness is 
hasty, ill-considered marriages, 

Once upon a time, there used to be an 
institution known as courtship. During the 
courtship period, the intending pair would 
get acquainted with one another, discover 
each other’s quirks of temperament and 
foibles of mind. The result was that most 
marriages preceded by an adequate period 
of courtship stayed put. 

Today there is an unhappy tendency 
among many young people to rush into 
matrimony after a hasty infatuation that 
is barely preceded by an audible introduc- 
tion. Sometimes the rash decision is in- 
ordinately influenced by gin. 

If the army rule which provides a two- 
month delay between the issuance of the 
marriage license and the ceremony of 
marriage were to be introduced into civil 
life, much unhappiness would be avoided 
and the divorce courts would be relieved.

Down to Business 


The debate on the Address ended at 
Ottawa in far less time than is commonly 
Spent in this “full dress” discussion. There 
is no danger that the business of the ses- 
sion will be less carefully or less com- 
petently transacted on that account. Quite 
the contrary. The members have not 
wearied themselves in random speech- 
making, and will have more energy and 
time to devote to the sessional program in 
detail. 

The length of this initial debate is fre- 
quently a barometric reading of the polii- 
tical weather. When the country is in tur- 
moil and the government of the day un- 
popular all and sundry of the members on 
the opposition side naturally take oppor- 
tunity to say so, at length, in detail, and 
with enthusiastic repetition. When the 
debate is brief it is usually a sign that the 
critics have not very much to complain 
about and do not see much chance to make 
political headway by keeping the talk bar- 
rage going. Apparently they ran out of 
subjects—or out of ardor—quickly on this 
occasion. 

Political considerations and inferences 
aside, the program for the session is long, 
and very important. The budget of war 
business would make it so if that were all 
that had to be dealt with. But in addition 
there is a list of immediate non-war pro- 
posals, some of them almost revolutionary 
in character; and a list of subjects con- 
nected with planning for post-war times. 
With any regard for proportion, and for 
the importance of these proposals, the 
session cannot be other than prolonged. 

It is well on this account that the open- 
ing debate was not protracted. In several 
respects the program calls for the break- 
ing of new ground, the introduction of con- 
ditions never before known in Canada, 
This is not something to be done without 
full and frank discussion, item by item. 
The early clearing of the decks will enable 
parliament to get down to business 
promptly.

Democracy on the March 


The Speech from the Throne at the 
opening of the Alberta legislature indi- 
cates that the members will be asked to 
establish a department of public welfare, 
to consider the creation of a power com- 
mission, to provide free hospital care for 
maternity patients, to pass an apprentice- 
ship act providing training for youth, to 
authorize the research council to look into 
the problem of developing the McMurray 
tar sands commerially, to sanction an 
agreement with the Dominion by which 
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Private Money Monopolies Shackle the World in Debt 


State Control of Credit, ‘#y that the abuses of money and 


similar steps will be. taken this year as 
were taken last year to secure farm help, 

All these measures are concerned with 
preserving health, relieving distress, open- 
ing new opportunities for employment and 
production. In this the legislative program 
is comparable to those which have been 
put before other provincial legislatures and 
the Dominion parliament. The protection 
of people from disease, from poverty, from 
unemployment and economic sterility, is 
the major purpose of public policy at pres- 
ent in respect to internal affairs. 

The broad Significance of this is an 
awakend consciousness of society's respon- 
sibility for the wellbeing of the individual. 
It no longer has to be argued that the 
public are responsible for giving relief 
where that is needed; for making it pos- 
sible for the sick to get proper treatment, 
for pointing the way to the development 
of resources, for helping to create condi- 
tions in which every able and willing per- 
son can find means to support himself and 
those dependent upon him. These are now 
recognized to be public obligations—wit- 
ness the subjects with which the legisla- 
tures and parliament are dealing. 

Democracy is on the march in Canada. 
It is demonstrating that we do not have 
to subject ourselves to state servitude in 
order to get security against poverty or 
disease; that National Socialism can be 
left to countries which want to be bossed 
by bureaucrats; but that as for Cana- 
dians we can and intend to have both per- 
sonal freedom and personal protection. 


Washington gave the Government of 
Finland the best advice the circumstances 
made possible. Little as the Finns may 
like it, the sooner they make peace with 
Russia the less harsh the terms are likely 
to be. If the Red army had to sacrifice 
men and time administering a knock-out 
blow, Moscow would not forget to add that 
item to its bill. 


Canada is likely to send Britain 1,000,- 
000,000 pounds of bacon this year, under 
the arrangement calling for not less than 
900,000,000 pounds this year and next. 
Whether or not the war in Europe ends 
in 1944, Britain will have to import its 
bacon supplies in major quantity in 1945, 
and European producing countries cannot 
get back quickly on an export basis. The 
450,000,000 pound minimum “average” 
which was troubling some of our political 
agriculturists a few weeks ago, is not like- 
ly to mean any more in 1945 than it does 
in 1944,

Is Basic Reform, Says 
Lord Sempill

The excellent speech made by 
Lord Sempill to the Ottawa Board 
of Trade and amplified this week 
in interviews in Edmonton indi- 
cales how completely the idea of 
monetary reform has begun to 
dominate the thinking of all 
classes of society and all shades

credit do not merely inflict a hard- 
ship upon any one particular class, 
They plunge an entire nation into 
perpetual debt.

Of this hard fact nine-tenths of 
the people in Canada are utterly 
convinced, Apparently the only 
people who fail to see it are 
Finance Minister Ilsley and the lit- 
tle coterie of “sound money” die- 
hards that surrounds him, intent 
on clinging as long as possible to 
those private money monopolies 
that set up an absolute financial 
hierarchy within the state and 
dominating the state. 


State Control

the control of money and credit to 
the state.

The creation of money and 
erkait, declared Mr. King, is the 
sovereign and exclusive function 
of the state and no state is sov- 
ereign that fails to exercise ‘that 
function. 

Current practice, tragically, ts 
far removed from that principle. 

Instead of restricting our char- 
tered banks to a merchant banking 
business, which they perform ad- 
mirably, Canada permits her char- 
tered banks to exercise the sov- 
ereign right of creating money and 
credit, 

One of the factors that pre- 
cipitated the French Revolution 
was the practice of farming out 
the taxes. Wealthy individuals 
were given the right to collect 
taxes from the people and, in turn, 
they had to pay government bills 
and keep the king’s purse filled. 

Canada’s private money monop- 
oly is infinitely more iniquitous 
than this debased system, because 
the monopolists are turned loose to 
charge the people interest on the 
use of their own money—and the 
only pockets they fill are their 
own 

In this war, the government, that 
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is the people, of Canada has bor- {1 
rowed more than two billion dol- 
lars from the «chartered banks. 
This money has no real existence 
It is merely a bookkeeping entry. 

Byt on that two billion dollars 
the government or people of Can- 
ada must pay interest that is real. 
They pay millions of dollars a 
month in interest on those loans. 

The tragic joke of the thing is 
that this two billion dollars, which 
is only credit, is already the prop- 
erty of the people of Canada be- 
cause the creation of credit is or 
should be one of the sovereign and 
exclusive functions of the state 

In short, the people of Canada 
have mortgaged the solvency of 
their own and future generations 
for the privilege of using their own 
money to defend themselves from 
destruction: 

They load themselves and their 
children with unpayable debt for 
the right to use their own money. 

Is it any wonder, then, that the 
gesture of Graham Towers, gover- 
nor of The Bank of Canada, in 
announcing a reduction in the re- 
discount rate from 2% per cent to

Catholic Position 

Editor, Bulletin: Your issue of 
February 7th carries a resume of 
an article appearing in Izvestia, of- 
ficial Soviet newspaper, in which 
the writer asserts that Pope Pius 
XII is pro-Fascist. I feel the article 
calls for comment from a Catholic 


source. Consequently, I write you, 
not because I feel the article re- 
flects the opinion of your paper, 
but because its plausibility might 
leave an entirely erroneous impres- 
sion in the minds of your readers, 

With regard to the broad general 
policy of the Vatican, any well in- 
formed Catholic will tell you that 
it is the desire of the Holy See to 
maintain diplomatic relations with 
the government of any country in 
which Catholics reside. Sometimes, 
because of the reluctance of civil 
governments, the establishment of 
such relations is not possible. Nev- 
ertheless, such friendly diplomatic 
intercourse remains the desire of 
the Vatican, and, prior to the war, 
such relations existed between the 
Holy See and the governments of 
38 states. 

With regard to the form of civil 
governments, it has always been 
the teaching of the Church — a 
teaching to which she has adhered 
strictly in her diplomatic relations 
—that any form of government is 
legitimate which enjoys the sanc- 
tion of the people. Moreover, 
throughout the centuries, the 
Church has proven her adaptability 
to any form of government which 
leaves her free to pursue her spir- 
itual mission. 

Nevertheless, because the Church 
is the church of the people, she 
lives best and functions more fruit- 
fully under a form of government 
where ultimate power reposes in 
the people. Such governments are 
invariably more tolerant than any- 
thing smacking of totalitarianism. 
This fact explains the many occa- 
sions on which the Pope has made 
it clear since the outbreak of this 
war that, despite the strict neutral- 
ity he has maintained, his sympa- 
thies lie with Britain and the 
United States. 

The claim of Izvestia that the 
Lateran Treaty tied the Vatican to 
the Fascist band-wagon in Italy 
runs counter to the known facts, [ 
can speak with some little author- 
ity on this matter asI was a student 
in Rome at the time of the signing 
of the pact and recall vividly 
events which preceded and fol- 
lowed the signing of the treaty, 

First of all, the Lateran Treaty 
was the result of advances made 
by the Italian Government and not 
by the Vatican, although the fact 
remains that Pope Pius XI was 
anxious to find a solution for a 
problem which had bedevilled the 


Italian church for nearly sixty 
years, 

Moreover, negotiations were fre- 
quently interrupted by disputes 
between the Holy See and the 
Italian Government over other mat- 
ters. Only a few days before the 
signing of the pact Osservatore 
Romano, the official organ of the 
Vatican, carried a scathing attack 
upon the Government for its inter- 
ference with the Catholic Action 
groups in Italy. 

No sooner had the edition ap- 
peared on the streets than it was 
bought up by the Italian police 
acting upon Mussolini's instruc- 
tions. The Pope immediately 
warned the Italian Dictator that 
repetition of such action would 
terminate all negotiations between 
the Vatican and his government. 
The next day the Vatican organ 
carried the same article and the 
Italian people were treated to the 
strange experience of having their 
Duce take a terrific verbal licking 
from the white-clad figure in the 
Vatican, Believe me when I say 
that when Pius XI decided to lay 
it on he could do that very thing 
without fear or favor. 

As a matter of fact, from the 
time of the Fascist march on Rome 
in 1922 until the beginning of the 
Ethiopian episode in 1935, the Pope 
of the day was the only figure in 
Europe or in the world who op- 
posed the extravagances of the 


Italian Dictator. Moreover, his 
opposition was as frequent as occa- 
sion demanded and _ altogether 
fearless. 


This does not mean that Pope 
Pius XI did not have a certain ad- 
miration for Mussolini. It was an 
admiration founded on the fact that 
Mussolini had given a measure of 
security and prosperity to a people 
who were war-ridden and sadly dis- 
illusioned, He saw many faults in 
the Fascist regime, but, for all its 
faults, he preferred it to the only 
seeming alternative—the atheistic 
communism of Soviet Russia. 

At no time did Pope Pius XI have 
any mercy on Hitler's Nazi regime. 
At the time it was fashionable in 
Britain to pat the German dictator 
on the back Pope Pius was making 
his famous denunciation of another 
cross “other than the cross of 
Christ” which made its appearance 
on the streets of Rome on the occas- 
ion of Hitler’s visit. Relations be- 
tween the Vatican and the Italian 
government deteriorated rapidly as 
soon as the Nazi dog began to wag 
the fascist tail. 

We all know today the heroic ef- 
forts made by the present Pope to 
preserve the peace. We know of his 
many and fervant appeals, We know 
of his Five Peace Points which re- 
ceived the endorsation of the An- 
glican Archbishops of Canterbury 
and York and the Moderator of the 
Free Church Federal Council in 
Britain. These are facts to which 
Izvestia must bow. 

As soon as war was declared, 
however, the Pope immediately 
adopted a policy of strict neutrality 
from which he has never departed 
except to appeal for the observation 
by all sides of the laws of humanity 
in the waging of air warfare. Inci- 
dentally, it is worthy of note that 
his first appeals in this regard were 
made at a time when it was the 
cities of the United Nations that 
were taking the pounding. No policy 
other than neutrality is possible 
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“I got mushy valentines from every one of them except

for the Pope. He cannot take active 
sides for or against countries in 
which his spiritual children live. 

Because of: his strict neutrality 
he did not condemn the Italian 
“stab in the back” of prostrate 
France. Nor, for that matter, did 
he condemn the first “stab in the 
back” to characterize the present 
world struggle—Soviet Russia's stab 
of agonized Poland. Izvestia should 
be a little careful about introduc- 
ing subjects which treat of knifing. 
She has done a little high class 
knifing herself within the memory 
of this generation. 

I have little hesitation in saying 
that when, in fifty years’ time, his- 
torians begin pointing the finger at 
those responsible for the outbreak 
of the present war, they will lay 
the blame at the door of Soviet 
Russia no less than at the door of 
Nazi Germany. The duplicity of 
Soviet foreign policy no less than 
the ambitions of Hitler is a direct 
contributing cause. 

We have not heard the last of 
Soviet foreign policy. Its devious 
methods have been revealed only 
lately in the Soviet inspired charges 
that Britain was seeking a separate 
peace. We can expect more of the 
same for Soviet Russia has yet to 
prove it has any loyalties. 

This, sir, has developed into a 
lengthy dissertation. I repeat again 
what I said before. I write, not in 
the spirit of controversy, but to give 
the other slant on a question upon 
which the public mind could be 
easily misled by an article more 
commendable for its plausibility 
than its reliability.

Editor Bulletin: I like to read 
letters written by different people 
on different subjects and am often 
amazed at the things people some- 
times get out of the news. It has 
often appealed to me that many 
people read with their eyes, but the 
meaning of what they read escapes 
them so they fix it up to suit them- 
selves.

The 
facts in the case as printed in the 
news items from time to time are 
that the Commission that set up the 
Polish government after the last 
war set the boundary at what is 
knowh as the Curzon line, Poland 
seized a favorable opportunity to 
annex another strip as well. 

The only pact between Stalin and 
Hitler was the non-aggression past, 
caused by Munich and Chamber- 
lain’s reluctance to, or decision not 
to, enter a pact with Russia. After 
the defeated Polish government 
had fled, Russia took back that strip 
in the face of the advancing and 
victorious Germans and from the 
news items nobody need have the 
least doubt that Russia intends to 
keep it. 

Anthony Eden is a politician and| 
his statement can be taken any way 
a party wishes to. J am in agee- 
ment with a commentator who 
stated that it admitted Russia's 
right to that territory. 

As for Communism I've long re- 
garded that as a bogey used by the 
clergy and politicians to scare peo- 
ple into doing what they wanted 
them to do. Even President Roose- 
velt was called a Communist in the 
last election. I've asked many peo- 
ple who claimed to be, or spoke as 
if they were Communist. What is 
Communism and what do they be- 
lieve in? All said they really did 
not know with two exceptions, One 
of these said Communism boiled 
down means the international bro- 
therhood of man. The other said I've 
never been able to find out but the 
press and the clergy are against it 
so there must be something in it 
for the common men. So I'm for it.

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Power Politics 

Editor, Bulletin: In view of the 
political eminence of the speakers, 
two more “unfortunate” (1 use 
Prime Minister King's description 
—I would say mischievous) utter- 
ances could hardly be made than 
the speeches of Field Marshal 
Smuts and Lord Halifax in London 
and Toronto, Both were dominated 
by the idea of power-politics to 
which we owe, largely, the tragic 
state of the world at the present 
moment, Both envisioned a return 
after the war to the balance-of- 
power politics which have be- 
devilled international relations in 
Europe for the past century and 
more, Smuts was for strengthen- 
ing the British Empire by close 
alliance with the lesser powers in 
western Europe in view of the “sise 


of a new colossus on the European 
continent.” There was also, he 
said, the United States “with enor- 
mous assets, with wealth and re- 
sources and potentialities of power 
without measure.” 


Lord Halifax played on the same 
string. “We see three great pow- 
ers,” he said, “the United States, 
Russia and China... Side by side 
with the United Kingdom ... with 
a territory which could easily be 
contained in one of the larger 
states of the American Union. In 
company with these Titans,” he 
went on, “Britain, apart from the 
rest of the Commonwealth and 
Empire, could hardly claim equal 
partnership.” The conclusion is 
that the Empire must be consoli- 
dated by a closer grouping of the 
Dominions in the interests of 
greater military power. Against 
whom? Against the countries that 
are now our Allies. That is real 
politik with a vengeance. 

Mr. Churchill hastened to say 
that Lord Halifax spoke for him- 
self. He could hardly have ex- 
pected anyone to believe that Am- 
bassadors never make speeches “on 
their own.” If they do, they are 
likely to be recalled. Both 
speeches must be seen as “trial 
balloons” sent up to get the reac- 
tions of the Dominions. If so. they 
got them. With the present opinion 
in Canada on the questions involv- 
ed, Lord Halifax’ speech given in a 
Canadian city, was a stupid per- 
formance, 

From these distressing utter- 
ances we turn with relief to the 
words of the Prime Minister com- 
menting on Lord Halifax speech, 
Instead of a return to balance-of- 
power policies he favors “attaining 
the necessary superiority of power 
(against nations which would 
break the peace) “by creating an 
effective international system in- 
side which the co-operation of all 
peace-loving nations is freely 
sought and given... .What we must 
strive for is close co-operation 
among those great states them- 
selves and all other like minded 
countries.” What is a voice of 
sanity and peace. 

To follow the advice of Smuts 
and Halifax is to prepare for 
World War III; to follow Mr. King’s 
proposals is to make ready for an 
enduring peace, based not on force 
but on co-operation. Mr. King 
stands with the Cairo, Teheran and 
Moscow conferences. It is a matter 
of regret that so many organs of 
opinion in Britain and Canada ap- 
prove of Halifax and Smuts. Like 
the French Bourbons, they forget 
nothing and learn nothing. *°

Sempill’s View 

With all these views, as they 
apply to all parts of the Empire, 
Lord Sempill is in complete 
accord.

“it is clearly absurd that men 
in need of the necessities of life 
should be denied money with 
which to buy them because there 
is a super-abundance of those 
necessities and therefore their 
services are not required to pro- 
duce more. Unemployment is a 
by-product of under-consump- 
tion, a shortage of effective 
demand for the goods which a 
nation is capable of producing. 

“Wnder a revised monetary 
system it would be one of the 
main functions of the treasury to 
put into circulation without 
creating a debt just sufficient 
new money to balance the in- 
crease of goods and services that 
are brought about by the full 
utilization of manpower and ma: 
terials. 

“By so doing it would main- 
tain the price index constant, 
and it is of the first importance 
that the value of currency should 
not vary, and the technique for 
achieving this would be to reg- 
ulate the amount of money in 
circulation to correspond with 
the amount of goods and services 
produced, 

“Internally the problem is to 
equate purchasing power with 
production, To do this we have 
to ensure that the state must 
spend into existence new money, 
created not as at present as a 
debt to the banks on which in- 
terest is payable, but “interest 
free money” created by the 
banks acting as agents for the 
government, and receiving pay- 
ment for the service they render 
instead of interest payments in 
perpetuity.” 

That latter is the crux of the 
problem—the full control of money 
and credit by the state, use of 
public money without paying tri- 
bute to private monopolists 

Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
promised the Canadian people that 
reform in 1935. 

Why, in the face of huge war ex- 
penditures which, under the priv- 
ate monopolist system, is plunging 
every Canadian into unpayable 
debt to the banks, should we not 
have these essential changes dure 
ing the present session of parlia- 
ment?

War Shortages, 
Prices Studied 


At Conference 


Complaints of high prices, 
shortages, exorbitant rentals, and 
rationing difficulties were thor- 
oughly thrashed out between re- 
presentatives of consumers all 
across Canada and officials of the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board, 
at the national conference of 
chairmen of the Women’s Re- 
gional Advisory Committees, held 
in Ottawa recently, according to 
Mrs. Frank J. Conroy, chairman 
of the Alberta advisory commit- 
tee of the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board. 


Mrs. Conroy, who has just re- 
turned from Ottawa, reported that 
besides the 14 regional chairmen of 
Canada, 32 representatives of na- 
women’s organizations at- 
tended the conference, voicing com- 
plaints of consumers and asking for 
information to relay to consumers

in their areas, 
TO LABEL GARMENTS 

In answer to complaints on high 
prices of clothing and deterioration 
of quality, representatives were 
told that by March Ist, all garments 
would have to be labelled by manu- 


facturers under a new regulation of 


the W.P.T.B. 
Manufacturers have always been 


required to give full details of 
quality to W.P.T.B. officials but the 


labelling of garments with the 
W.P.T.B. license number and the 
mark of the manufacturer will 


simplify the tracing of poor qual- 
ity articles, 

The women were told that they 
represented 85 per cent of the 
buying public of Canada and 
should consider it their duty to 
report cases of inferior goods, 
or high prices to the W.P.T.B., 
who promise full protection to 
the complainant, Mrs, Conroy 
said, 

Shortage of children’s underwear 
was explained as the result of 
manufacturers working on war 
contracts, shortage of yarn and the 
lack of skilled help. However, the 
W.P.T.B. is now informing each 
manufacturer the amount of chil- 
dren’s underwear he must produce 
this year. Children’s shoes and 
warm woollen garments will be 
more plentiful this year also. 


RAYON SHORTAGE 


Lack of rayon is due to quanti- 
ties being used in the making of 
synthetic rubber and Mrs. Conroy 
said the shortage of men’s shirts, 
and yet the apparent abundance of 
women's shirts, was explained by 
the fact that the material used in 
the women’s shirts was not suitable 
for men’s shirts, 

In reply to Mrs. Conroy's com- 
plaint that working girls on small 
salaries were being asked to pay 
high prices for single bedrooms in 
Edmonton, she was told that com- 
plaints should be made by indi- 
viduals, who should give specific 
details and information, to the local 
rental control. General complaints 
in this line are useless to the 
officials without the direct informa- 
tion that enables investigation. 

Canning sugar will still be issued 
at ten pounds per person this year, 
Mrs. Conroy says, plus whatever 
individuals can save from their 

.D" coupons. The “F” coupons in 
number three book will be used 
for canning sugar. 

Number of sizes of tin cans, 
which was reduced from 114 to 
seven sizes by the W.P.T.B,, will 
again be increased with the 
lessoning of the demand for 
metals.

Killed When Shells

AT THE ANZIO BEACHHEAD 
IN ITALY, Feb. 12.—-Four German 
shells landing on a United States 
field hospital which was carefully 
marked with Red Cross flags both 
on the tents and spread on the 
ground killed two women nurses, 
wounded four medical officers and 
wounded three men. 

This makes a total of six women 
nurses killed on this beachhead 
since the landings three weeks ago 
today.

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Legislation Is Introduced 


For Sale of School Lands 


To Assist 


War. Veterans 


To authorize the minister of lands and mines to sell school 
lands to the director of the Veterans’ Land Act, for use in re- 
establishment of returned members of the armed forces, a 
bill to amend the Provincial Lands Act was introduced into 
the Legislature Friday afternoon. 


The bill decrees that the price + 
of lands disposed of in this man- | 
ner shall be set by two arbitrators, 
One to be appointed by the min- 
ister of lands and mines, and the 
other by the Deminion minister. 
Proceeds of such sales are to be 
Paid into the school fund, as 
would be the case in a normal 
sale of the lands by auction. 


The amending bill also amends 
the Lands Act to give the minister 
authority to make arrangements | 
with Dominion government officers 
relating to the re-establishment of! 
veterans of the armed services, and 
to fix compensations to be paid 
before the issue of a mining lease | 
in the cases where the government 
feels the land surface will be de- 
stroyed. 

SECOND AMENDING ACT 


A second amending act, intro- 
duced by Hon. Dr. W. W. Cross, 
minister of health, concerns the 
Alberta Hospitals Act. 

It gives the lieutenant-governor- 
In-counci] the power to prescribe 
regulations respecting the manage- 
ment, maintenance, operation of and 
accommodation in hospitals. The 
amendment is to remove any doubt 
as to powers of the governor-in- 
council to make regulations deal- 
ing with appointment, dismissal and 
Suspensions on medical staffs of 
hospitals. 

Another section of the amend- 
ing legislation refers to the in- 
digent residents of municipali- 
ties, and allows municipalities 
that are willing to do so, to pay 
more than $200 a year for treat- 
ment of such indigent patients, 
without imposing liability on the 
municipality’s councillors. 


A total of 18 bills were introduced 
at the Friday sitting of the House, 
with every cabinet minister with 
the exception of Hon. Solon E. Low, 
provincial treasurer and minister 
of education, bringing down one or 
more bills or amending bills, 
AMENDING LEGISLATION 

The amending legislation cov-

RECIPROCAL PLAN 


Under the amendment to the De- 
partment of Public Health Act, it 
is provided that reciprocal arrange- 
ments shall be made between Al- 
berta and other provinces, in re- 
spect to tubercular or mental pa- 
tients. It is stated that in cases 
where Alberta residents are hos- 
pitalized on account of such dis- 
eases in other provinces, while resi- 
dents from other parts of the coun- 
try are_hospitalized in Alberta, ar- 
rangements should be made to 
avoid moving such patients to their 
home provinces when they are not 
in fit condition to be moved.

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Big Raiding Force 
Smashes at Rabaul 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
Southwest Pacific, Feb, 12—(AP)— 
More than 250 bombers and fight- 
ers, the largest raiding force ever 
assembled from new Allied bases 
in the Solomons Islands, struck 
Rabaul’s Vunakanau and Tobera 
airdromes Wednesday in the heav- 
jest raid on that wey New Britain 
Japanese stronghold in months, 
headquarters announced today. 

Of the 50 enemy fighters that 
rose to intercept the three 
strikes, 20 were shot down and 
seven more probably destroyed. 
The Allies lost two planes. 
Ninety-cight tons of explosives 

were dumped on the two airfields 
and adjacent dispersal areas. 

Co-ordinated with the Rabaul 
raid was a 200-ton blast against 
Wewak, main Japanese air and sup- 
ply base in New Guinea.

We do not pay such women even 
the tribute of noticing their ex- 
ploits. We only say that Mrs. Smith 
is a good manager, but many a man 
who has engineered a corner in 
stocks, or organized a railroad trust 
knows that it has required less 
business ability than it did for his 
mother to bring up a big family on 
his father’s salary. And many a 
man who makes millions knows 
that he has inherited his financial 
ability from a mother who spent 
her genius in manipulating his 
father’s pay envelope so it fed and 
clothed and educated a family of 
girls and boys. 

It is the custom to accuse women 
of extravagance, but the truth of 
the matter is that, taking them by 
and large, women are far more 
economical than men and come 
much nearer to getting their 
money's worth out of every dollar 
they spend than men do.

WOMEN CLOSE-FISTED 

In reality, there is no truth in the 
old theory that women are spend- 
thrifts. On the contrary, they are 
much more likely to be close-fisted 
than men are, When a man sees a 
thing he wants, he buys it if he has 
the price. It is women who shop 
around from place to place where 
they can get a $5 article that has 
been marked down to $4.98, and 
who walk blocks and blocks to save 
a few cents on a head of cabbage. 

It is women who haggle over 
pennies; who refuse to give extor- 
tionate tips and to pay outrageous 
prices for restaurant dinners and 
to go to places of amusement.

| Your Baby 


And Mine 


By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 


It is little wonder the parent is 
confused when the baby vomits 
noticeably. There are so many 
reasons to account for this habit. 

First, and most common, per- 
haps, is any baby’s tendency to 
stuff himself to over-flowing, 
such an over-flow being more 
rightly called regurgitation than 
vomiting. That can best be regu- 
lated by burping the baby so he 
won't get filled up with “air” and 

by measuring his bottle formula 
against his probable tummy ca- 
pacity. If the former is too large 
then reduction will end the over- 
flow. 

When the baby vomits bean-like 
particles some time after feeding, 
one may suspect that the protein 
element in his formula is not being 
well digested. The use of lactic 
acid with the formula, the use of a 
boiled or evaporated milk, are both 
methods of making milk more 
digestible and ending this vomiting 
of cheesy-chunks of milk. 


When the formula contains an 
excess of sugar there may be vom- 
iting between feedings, probably a 
sort of dribble of sour “water” as if 
the contents of the stomach were 
highly fermented. 

Formulas rich in cream are slow 
to digest and babies may vomit be- 
cause at the end of the feeding 
period there may still be a residue 
of undigested fat which adds itself 
to the new feeding. This couldn't 
go on long without the outraged 
stomach relieving itself of some of 
the excess, 


The way to end the vomiting, 
if it has to do with the formula 
itself, is, of course, to re-arrange 
the milk, cream and sugar con- 
tents of it. 


Many a baby, even from the early 
weeks of life, may vomit continu- 
ously, no matter what the formula. 
The possibility is great that, in 
such cases, there is some malfor- 
mation or constriction of the mus- 
cle “gateway” from the stomach to 
the small intestine. The body's 
efforts to force food through this 
constricted gateway result in fore- 
ible vomiting, the food being shot 
out of the stomach with great force. 

Such vomiting can be helped by 
thickened feedings, use of drugs 
which relax the muscular opening 
and, in serious cases, by an opera- 
tion. Obviously, the formula is 
not to blame and changes of form- 
ulas, or weaning, are seldom of 
much value, 

It is wise to recognize this type 
of vomiting before the baby’s 
health is undermined by the tiny 
amount of nourishment he is able 
to retain.

As neuritis is capable of causing 
severe pain, the patient with this 
disorder is deserving of sympathy. 
The pain itself is described at cut- 
ting, boring or stabbing. 

In the milder type of case the 
patient may notice no more than 
occasional sharp pains in the arms 
or legs, together with muscle weak- 
ness, but in the severe case, the 
pain may be so agonizing that the 
patient is unable to think of any- 
thing else. 

While there have been many 
theories advanced as to the prob- 
able cause of neuritis, I consider 
tha the most important cause is a 
toxic condition of the body. When 
the poisons developed from faulty 
habits of living collect around a 
nerve or nerves, they set up suffi- 
cient irritation to produce the pain 
seen in neuritis. 

The toxins producing neuritis are 
very similar to those producing 
rheumatism—if the rheumatic tox- 
ins accumulate around a muscle, 
they induce muscular rheumatism, 
but if they locate around a nerve, 
the resulting effect is called 
neuritis. 

Another possible cause of neu- 
ritis is an impoverished diet. When 
the food habitually eaten is not of 
the right kind, the blood lacks some 
of the elements needed to nourish 
the nerves properly. The nerves 
then become more easily irritated 
than would be the case if they were 
normally fed. 

Lack of vitamin Bl is another 
cause of neuritis, as this particular 
part of the vitamin B complex is 
needed if the nerves are to remain 
healthy. 

Focal infections around the roots 
of teeth, in the tonsils, or in the 
sinuses, may act as contributing 
causes of neuritis, and with treat- 
ment of the focal infection, the 
neuritis may clear up. 

In some cases, the cause of neu- 
ritis is coming from the pressure 
exerted upon certain nerves by 
spinal subluxations. Arsenic and 
In-* »re still other possible causes. 

If you have neuritis, the first 
thing to do is to apply heat, as a 
means of securing temporary relief 
from the pain. Go into the bath 
room and get the hot water bottle 
and fill that up and apply it against 
the painful part. Or use hot, moist 
towels, or a small home treatment 
lamp. The next thing to do is to 
start on a fruit juice fast, taking 
orange juice or tomato juice. Use 
}one 8-ounce glass of juice every 2 
hours, drinking plenty of water in 
between, If you start with orange 
juice in the morning, use it the rest 
of the day. Take one daily enema 
while fasting for 4 or 5 days. The 
fast will cleanse the body of any 
systemic toxins which have accum- 
ulated. Follow the fast with a 
careful diet. I have seen this 
method work in many cases. You 
have everything to gain if it does 
help you, while if it does not help. 
all you have lost is the pleasure of 
eating a few meals,

Power of Prayer 


AM sure the folks back home will be interested to know that soldiers 
believe in the power of prayer. Since leaving the States nearly a 
year ago, I have realized more than ever before the power of 

prayer, and that my greatest need is a closer walk with God. 1 am 
sure this expresses the feeling of most of us, far from civilization. The 
Christian life grows dearer and sweeter as we seek communion and 
fellowship with God. I know that God is still on His throne, and that 
He still answers prayer, because we have felt His presence many times 
and have seen direct answers to prayer. 

On several occasions when faced with a great crisis we have 
prayed nearly all night, and God has heard our cry. On one occasion 
recently, we faced the darkest crisis in our lives, and I prayed nearly 
all night. This was on Saturday night. At the close of the Sunday 
morning service I asked every man who was a Christian and who 
would rededicate his life to Christ to stand with me, and several 
hundred men stood. Then I asked those to stand who were not 
Christians, but who would trust Christ as their personal Saviour 
(after explaining again the plan of salvation), and men began to 
stand until about two hundred stood. As the service closed in prayer 
every man present was standing for Christ. Many of us were in tears, 
rejoicing because God had opened the windows of heaven and poured 
out upon us His richest blessings, a direct answer to prayer. Many 
times I have seen so-called tough, hard-hearted, unconcerned soldiers 
reach a crisis in their lives, and then call upon God for help, especially 
when the war clouds were hanging low. 

I have yet to find an atheist or an agnostic where I have been. In 
fact, never before have I seen more hunger for God's Word and the 
preaching of the gospel of Christ, than since 1 left the States. The 
guspel of Christ will melt the hardest hearts, wherever they are—on 
mountain, plain, or sea. His grace is always sufficient 

Many soldiers are praying that the light of Christianity will soon 
be burning brightly throughout our war-torn world. We are not only 
praying for peace throughout the world, but for our enemies as well, 
and that America will wave high the banners of Old Glory, which 
will be seen and felt around the globe. Also that we might feel a new 
breath from Calvary, which will cause each of us to do God's will and 
seck His ways. We men believe in the power of prayer, because we 
believe in our eternal God, who is our havenly Father. Such faith in 
God separates our religion from that of Japan or other pagan worship. 

There is more power in prayer than in all the battleships, airplanes, 
submarines, tanks, and all the warfare throughout the world combined, 
Some of the world’s greatest battleships have gone to the bottom of 
the sea; some of our greatest airplanes have taken their flight in 
flames, or have been shot down; many of the world’s best submarines 
lie in the bottom of the sea; the world’s largest tanks have been 
stopped and thrown completely out of action, but our God lives forever 
to care for His own. 

If Samson, who was filled with the power of God, could take a 
jawbone of an ass and kill a thousand Philistines, what could one 
million men do with the world’s best war machinery! 

| think too many are singing, “Praise the Lord and pass the 
ammunition.” In reality, we are passing the Lord and praising the 
ammunition, Instead we should exercise our faith in God, who is 
always ready and willing at all times to answer prayer. ; 

Mail from home is a great morale builder, but the greatest morale 
builder is the consciousness of knowing that Christians throughout the 
world are praying for me and others, and for world peace.

For Farm Research 


OTTAWA, Feb. 12, — (CP) — In-| 
creased emphasis on agricultural 
research is proposed by the govern- | 
ment in non-war estimates for 1944- 
45, tabled yesterday in the Com- 
mons by Finance Minister Ilsley. 


Departmental estimates of $8,- 
315,000 represent a decrease of $28,- 
100,000 from the total appropriations 
for the present fiscal year. 

Estimates for science service in 
the next year are $1,443,585, an 
increase of $31,194, Included in 
the estimates of the trade depart- 
ment is a new item of $325,000 for 


expanded study by the National 
Research Council into utilization 
of farm crops. 


Largest reduction in the agricul-| 
ture estimates is in payments and 
administration of the Wheat Acre-! 
age Reduction Act estimated at $4,- | 
265,000 compared with $32,081,000 in 
the present year, a drop of $27,- 
816,000. 

Subsidies for cold storage ware- 
houses at $97,142 represent a reduc- 
tion of $79,306,

On Government 
LONDON, Feb, 12.—(CP)—The 
British government plans to take 
steps now to ascertain the views of 
Newfoundland people regarding 
restoration of self-government, P. 
V. Emrys Evans, dominions ‘under- 
secretary, announced in the house | 
of commons yesterday. The state- 
ment came during a debate on 
Newfoundland in which govern- 
ment policy toward Britain's oldest 
colony, where self-government has | 
been replaced by a commission of 
government, was criticized by sev- 
eral members. 
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War Estimates 
Show Canadians 
In Battle Phase 


OTTAWA, Feb. 12.—(CP)—The 
$3,650,000,000 war estimates ,for 
1944-45 introduced in the House 
of Commons yesterday by Fi- 
nance Minister Ilsley, down $240,- 
000,000 from the current fiscal 
year, indicate general cuts in 
home-war establishment, increase 
in battlefront expenditure, exist- 
ence of a substantial surplus of 
munitions and a gathering 
strength of manpower. 

Hansard, official record of de- 
bates, today published a lengthy 
breakdown of the appropriation by 
departments—figures placed on the 


record by Mr. Ilsley but not read in 
the house. 
In the R.C.A.F., figures for the 


cost of flying training contracts are 
cut from $33,805,829 to $29,345,667 
but maintenance of overseas squad- 
rons is up from $303,783,729 to $345, 
664,964. 


NAVY BUILDING CUT 


In the navy, capital expenditure 
-—including construction—is down 
from $36,579,608 to $17,990,642 while 
ships in larger numbers and in 
action further from Canadian 
shores are expected to use $27,806,- 
604 worth of fuel compared with 
$26,257,798 in 1943-44. 


The same trend is indicated in 
the army estimates, where the 
transportation figure is up from 
$74,190,760 to $82,957,866 but capi- 
tal expenditure, including con- 
struction, is down to $28,987,000 
from $67,780,482, 

An indication of the increasing, 
strength of Canada’s fighting men 
is given in the pay estimates for 
the three services, with the navy 
jumping from $89,565,119 to $114~ 
698,835; the army from $539,730,211 
to $547,256,061, and the air force 
from $238,023,232 to $323,315,774.
